Design for 
Border Medal 


ALBANY, Sept. 11. 

HE design for the Mexican 

border medal to be awarded 

by New York State to soldiers, 
sailors and marines of the State 
who experienced service in 
Mexico, along the border, or 
who were mobilized for duty be 
tween June, 1916, and April, 
1917, has been selected. 
Adjutant-General Berry to-day 
described it as follows: 

“The obverse will bear a 
representation of the Aztec 
God of War, Huitzilopochtli, 
and on the reverse will be the 
coat of arms of the State with 
the words, ‘Mexican Border 
Service, 1916-1917.’ 

“The obverse of the medal 
is rather startling at first, as 
is its spelling, but it is his- 
torically correct.” 
Applications for the medals 

may be obtained at local armor- 
jes.
